Alison Edbury from CBA had contacted Martin as this display had been selected to be visited 
and feedback obtained she was advised that it was an unmanned display and that she would

4/7/17 Remaining Funds 

There is an underspend of around £1500-£1600 less minor expenditure on tri-fold brochure and 
printing of report copies. This is due to the fact that we did not need to hire an excavator, 
provide welfare facilities or purchase display boards all of which had been costed. Richard has 
been advised and asked to contact HLFA. 

If they allow us to keep the money it was suggested it could be reserved for further research 
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projects. HLFA were advised that this year was phase one of what we hope will become a many 
phased project for which further applications would be made. If we are required to spend it 
then it could be spent on some type of cover to enable trench work to be completed in bad 
weather e.g. a gazebo, and purchasing the display boards, 

It was suggested that in the future a second bank account should be opened for such monies.

It is understood that Richard has this in hand. 

8/7/17 What Next? 

It agreed that Phase 1 had generated a lot of interest and that the findings indicated that there is 
potential to move to a second phase for which a funding application would be required. Martin R 
felt that although test pitting had resulted in numerous finds to investigate the archaeology 
larger excavation trenches are needed and certainly a requirement of the next phase ideally 
moving into the castle grounds.
